It  is  a faft  of  which  every  medical  man  mull  be 
aware,  that,  in  the  Pharmacopoeias  already  extant,  a 
Very  inconfiderable  number  of  formulae  are  included  for 
the  particular  ufe  of  furgeons,  and  many  of  thefe  happen 
to  be  fuch  as  individuals  do  not  altogether  approve.  It 
may  indeed  be  very  reafonably  difputed,  whether  the 
learned  bodies  who  have  for  a feries  of  years,  fent  forth 
their  inllruftions  on  this  fubjeft,  be  aftually  competent 
to  the  talk  of  direfting  what  remedies  are  adapted  to  tiic 
praftice  of  a branch  of  the  healing  art  with  which  they 
profefs  to  have  no  acquaintance  whatever  ; and  they 
would  perhaps  have  done  well,  had  they  acknowledged 
this  incompetcncy,  by  leaving  entirely  out  of  their  new 
editions,  the  few  topical  remedies  that  are  at  prefent  in- 
cluded in  them.  The  defign  of  the  following  pages,  is  to 
fupply  the  deficiencies  alluded  to,  and  to  furnilh  the  chi- 
rurgical  pra&itioner,  with  a complete  colle.6lion  of  thofe 
formulae,  which,  in  the  courfe  of  his  profelHonal  engage- 
ments, he  mull  necelfarily  Hand  in  need  of.  , 

Since  the  publication  of  the  Theory  oj  Chirurgical  Phar- 
macy, a work,  at  this  time,  in  a great  meafure,  obfolcte, 
and  difgraced  alfo  with  receipts  for  cofmetics  and  other 
ridiculous  compofitions,  nothing  of  this  kind  has  been  at- 
tempted. The  praSice  of  the  different  Hojpitals,  has  indeed 
been  the  fubjeft  of  a fomewhat  later  publication,  but  its 
known  inaccuracy,  the  unfcientific  way  in  which  it  is  put 
together,  and  the  very  few  chirurgical  remedies  included 
in  it,  afford  the  praftitioner  a very  fcanty  lhare  of  informa- 
tion. In  the  prefent  work,  particular  care  has  been  taken 
to  admit  only  fuch  formulae  as  are  applicable  to  furgery, 
and,  of  thofe,  none  but  really  ufeful  and  efficacious  reme- 
dies. Where  this  rule  is  difregarded  at  leaft,  it  is  only 
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ofi  the  authority  of  fome  eminent  praftitioner,  whofe  par- 
tiality to  a particular  remedy,  haa  been  grounded  on  a 
long  experience  of  its  good  effefts,  and  whofc  name  fur- 
nilhes  a fort  of  fanftion  for  its  introduftion. 

In  the  nomenclature,  as  ftri£l  an  attention  is  paid  at 
the  cafe  would  admit,  to  the  plan  very  properly  purfued 
by  the  London  College,  but,  in  fome  few  cafes,  at  the 
reader  will  readily  perceive,  it  has  been  found  imprafti- 
cable. 

Since  the  praftice  of  furgery  unavoidably  embraces 
many  of  the  remedies*  of  the  phyQcian,  it  has  alfo  been 
found  neceffary  to  pay  a degree  of  attention  to  them  ; but 
this  is  done  to  no  farther  an  extent,  than  the  cuftoms  of 
medical  furgery  may  be  fuppofed  to  warrant.  To  all  the 
formulae  direftly  taken  from  the  College,  a diilinguilhing 
mark  has  been  affixed.  The  more  operofe  of  thefe,  as  the 
chemical  preparations,  &c.  are  merely  named,  and  their 
iifes,  in  a c6hc,ife  way,  pointed  out.  The  more  pharma- 
ceutical' compofitions,  as  the  collyria,  riniments,  unguents, 
■&c.  arc  detailed,  and  their  mode  of  application  fpoken  of. 
'Lallly,'  it  may  be  proper  to  obferve,  that  Cheselden's 
^ "Short  EJdy  towards  a Pharmacopoeia  CAiVur^tVa,  jannexed  to 
Le  Dran's  Operations,  furnifhed  the  general  hint  for  the  pre- 
Tb'tit  publication,  which, ‘if ' is  hoped,  will  be  found  of 
Tome  utility  to  the  furgical  praftitioncr.

ALKOHOL  CARYOPHYLLATUM. 

R Alkoholis  drach.  iij. 

Olei  caryophylli  drach.  j mifce. 

This  folution  of  oil  of  cloves  in  alkohol,  has 
been  applied  upon  lint,  to  carious  bones,  to 
quicken  the  procefs  of  exfoliation.  At  the 
Infirmary  at  Glocefter  this  end  was  thought  to 
be  anfwered,  at  lead  equally  well,  by  the  ap- 
plication of  vinegar. 

' ANTIMONIUM  MURIATUM.  (L J 

As  a cauftic,  this  remedy  has  been  long  ufed, 
under  the  name  of  butler  of  antimony,  for  deftroy- 
ing  warts  and  excrefeences. 

AQUA  CUPRI  VITRIOLATI  CAMPHO- 
RATA.

The  boiling  water  is  to  be  added  to  the  other 
ingredients,  and  filtered  when  cold.  This  is 
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the  aqua  camphorata  of  Bates,  and  is  chiefly 
employed,  m a diluted  (late,  as  a collyrium; 
but  it  may  alfo  prove  of  fervice  as  an  applica- 
tion to  foul  ulcers,-

R Kali  lib.  iv., 

Calcis  lib.  vj. 

Aquae  diftillatae  cong.  iv. 

Four  pints  of  water  being  added  to  the  lime, 
are  to  be  allowed  to  (land  for  one  hour ; after 
which  the  kali  and  the  reft  of  the  water  are  to 
be  joined.  The  mixture  is  then  to  be  boiled  for 
a quarter  of  an  hour,  and  when  -cold  ftrained 
off.  This  is  the  foap-ley  of  the  old  Difpenfa- 
tory.  It  has  been  thought  capable  of  diffol- 
ving  urinary  calculi,  and  with  this  view  has 
been  given  in  conGderable  dofes,  and  for  a 
length  of  time,  in  feveral  inftanecs.  Thefe 
trials,  however,  have  not  proved  fo  fuccefsful 
as  could  have  been  wifhed,  nor  is  the  exhibi- 
tion of  fo  aftive  a remedy  unattended  with  dif- 
advantageous  confequences  to  the  fyftem,  for 
which  reafon,  under  the  name  of  nephritic  alkaline 
water,  vegetable  alkali  fuperfaturated  with  fix- 
ed air,  has  of  late  been  fubftituted  in  nephritic 
complaints,  and  is  very  ftrongly  recommended 
by  Dr.  Percival  and  other  writers. 


ARGENTUM  NITRATUM.  fL J 

This  is  the  mildeft  of  the  cauftics  ufed  in  fur- 
gery.  Its  utility  as  an  occafional  application 
to  venereal  and  other  ulcers  is  well  known. 
Mr.  Uunter  direfts  it  alfo  in  the  cure  of  ftric- 
tures,  in  which  cafe  it  is  to  be  pafled,  through 
a canula,  dowA  the  urethra,  till  it  comes  into 
conta^  with  the  difeafed'  part. 

ARSENICUM  ANTIMONIATUM. 

R Antimonil  pulverizati  unc,  ij, 

Arfenici  pulverizati  unc.  j. 

Thefe  are  to  be  fluxed  together  in  a crucible 
and  afterwards  reduced  to  powder.  This  is  the 
cauftic  fo  extenfively  ufed,  under  the  name  of 
arfemcal  cauftic,  by  the  late  Mr.  Juftamondin  his 
treatment  of  cancers.  It  is,  perhaps,  one  of 
the  moft  ufeful  of  this  clafs  of  remedies,  being 
remarkably  well  calculated  for  the  deftruflion 
of  excrefcences,  or  for  the  removal  of  parts,  in 
ill-conditioned  ulcers,  which  feem  to  obftrufi 
their  healing.  It  may  be  reduced  to  any  degree 
of  mildnefs  by  the  addition  of  powdered  opium' 
which,  in  fome  meafure,  alfo  afts  fpecifically, 
in  diminilhing  the  violence  of  the  pain. 
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BALSAMUM  PERUVIANUM  CUM 
FELLE. 

Fellis  bovis  drach.  iij. 

Balfami  pcruviani  drach.  j.  mifce. 

Tills  is  a remedy  of  the  late  Dr.  Hugh  Smith, 
%s’ho  dlrcfled  it  to  be  occaftonally  dropped  into 
the  car  in  thofe  cafes  where  a conftant  dif- 
charge  of  feetid  matter  indicates  a difeafed  Rate 
of  its  fecretlons.  The  gall  employed  in  it  has 
alfo  the  property  of  foftening  the  wax  fo  as  to 
render  it  more  removcablc  by  fimple  fyring- 
ing. 

CALOMELAS.  /'LJ 

This  preparation  of  quickfilver  is  in  fuch 
general  ufe  as  to  need  no  particular  defeription. 

CALX  CUM  KALI  PURO.  rLj 

This  is  the  caufticum  commime  fortius  of  the 
pld  Difpenfatory.  The  principal  ufe  to  which 
it  has  been  applied,  has  been  for  the  purpofe 
of  opening  abfeefles,  but  this  is  more  expedi- 
tioufly  done  by  the  application  of  kali  purum,

CATAPLASMA  ACETI. 

This  cataplafm  may  be  made  cither  with  vi- 
negar and  oatmeal  only,  or  with  the  additi<in 
■of  bread-crumbs.  It  is  a fimple  but  cffeftual 
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remedy  for  fpi'ains  or  bruifes,  and  anfwcrs  beft 
if  applied  cold,  in  which  ilate  it  alfo  has  con- 
fiderable  effeft  in  Hopping  the  progrefs  of  fero- 
fulous  enlargements  of  the  bones. 

CATAPLASMA  ALUMINIS.  (L)  ' 

This  is  prepared  by  brifkly  ftirring  a lump  of 
alum  in  the  whites  of  two  eggs  till  they  form  a 
coagulum  which  jg  found  very  ferviceable  in 
ophthalmia,  that  of  the  purulent  kind  more 
elpecially.  It  is  to  be  applied  to  the  eye  be- 
tween two  pieces  of  thin  linen  rag.  As  a re- 
medy for  chilblains  it  is  alfo  efficaceous. 

CATAPLASMA  BRIONI^  COMPOSI- 
TUM. 

R Radicis  brionize  unc.  iij. 

Florum  fambuci  unc.  j. 

Gummi  ammoniaci  unc.  fs. 

Ammoniac  muriatae  drach,  ij. 

Spiritus  camphorati  unc.  j. 

After  boiling  the  briony  and  elder  flowers 
till  they  become  tender,  they  muft  be  bruifed, 
and  the  gum  ammoniac,  previoufly  dilTolved  in 
vinegar,  muft  be  added  to  them.  The  murid- 
ted  ammonia  and  the  camphorated  fpirit  arc 
laftly  to  be  joined,  and  the  whole  mixed  toge- 
ther into  a cataplafm.  This  is  the  cataplajma 
dijeutiens  of  the  old  Edinburgh  Pharmacopoeia.'

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CATAPLASMA  CALCIS. 

R Calcis. 

Farinae  avcnac  fmg.  unc.  ij.^ 

Adipis  fuillac  praeparatae  unc.  iv. 

The  lime  being  flacked  with  a fufiicient 
quantity  of  water,  the  lard  and  oatmeal  arc  to 
be  afterwards  added.  This  is  in  ufe  at  the 
Bath  Hofpital  as  a remedy  in  knee  cafes. 

CATAPLASMA  CALCIS  VITRIOLAT.E. 

The  ufe  of  plafler  of  Paris  as  a cataplafm  to 
ulcers  was  firft  introduced  into  prafticc  by 
Mr.  Blizard  at  the  London  Hofpital.  Its  ef- 
fefts  were  at  firft  thought  very  flattering,  though 
the  principle  on  which  it  was  applied  has  ne- 
ver been  well  explained,  but  a farther  trial 
aoes  not  appear  to  have  confirmed  its  ufeful- 
nefs.  The  powdered  plafler  is  mixed  in  the 
common  way,  with  water,  and  applied,  whil^ 
foft,  to  the  ulcer,  where  it  hardens  and  is  fuf- 
fered  to  remain  for  two  or  three  days  befoie  it  is 
renewed.  It  is  principally  adapted  for  the 
treatment  of  that  kind  of  ulcer  in  which  a 
want  of  vigour  is  apparent. 

CATAPLASMA  CEREVISivE. 

This  is  prepared  by  ftirring  into  the  grounds 
of  ftrong  beer  as  much  oatmeal  as  will  make 


it  of  a fuitablc  confidence.  It  is  fometimcs 
employed  as  a ftimulant,  but  moft  commonly 
as  an  antifeptic  to  mortified  parts. 

CATAPLASMA  CICUTyE. 

To  the  fomentum  cicutac  add  as  much  oat- 
meal as  will  fufficicntly  thicken  it.  This  poul- 
tice is  employed  in  cancerous  and  fcrofulous 
cafes  and  in  moft  ulcers  of  an  inveterate  cha- 
rader,  to  diminifh  their  fenfibility  and  amcntl 
the  difeharge.  The  frefh  herb,  bruifed,  was 
preferred  for  thefe  purpofes,  by  Mr.  Juftamond, 
and  is  perhaps  more  to  be  relied  on. 
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CATAPLASMA  CUMINI.  (L) 

R Seminum  cumini  lib.  j. 

Baccarum  lauri. 

Foliorum  fcordii'cxficcatorum. 

Radicis  ferpentariac  virginianac  fing.

Car}'ophyllorum  aromaticorum  unc.  j. 

Thefe  ingredients  are  direfted  by  the  Col- 
lege to  be  powdered  and  formed  into  a cata- 
plafm  with  thrice  their  weight  of  honey.  This 
remedy  is  fcldom  ufed  at  prefent,  but  was  for- 
merly confidered  as  a ufeful  antifeptic,  and  ap- 
plied, with  that  view,  to  mortified  parts. 


CATAPLASMA  DAUCI. 


This  cataplafm,  which  has  been  found  of  fer- 
vicc  in  fwcctening  putrid  ulcers  particularly 
thofe  of  the  cancerous  kind,  is  prepared  merely 
by  boiling  carrots  a fufficient  length  of  time 
and  mafliing  them  up  into  a pulp.  Turnips  are 
fometimes  prepared  in  the  fame  way,  and  are 
found  to  anfwer  the  fame  purpofe.  Both  are 
to  be  applied  to  the  ulcer  without  the  inter- 
vention of  lint  or  any  other  fubftance. 

CATAPLASMA  EFFERVESCENS. 

This  cataplafm  is  prepared  by  llirring  into 
an  infulion  of  malt  (fuch  as  may  be  readily  ob- 
tained from  the  ale  or  porter  brewers)  as  much 
oatmeal  as  is  required  to  make  it  of  a proper 
thicknefs,  and  afterwards  adding  about  a fpoon- 
ful  of  yeaft.  This  is  by  much  the  moft  effec- 
tual way  of  applying  fixed  air  to  ulcers,  cancers, 
or  other  local  aflfcftions  requiring  to  be  treated 
with  powerful  antifeptic  remedies.  In  apply- 
ing it,  care  mufb  l»e  taken  not  to  bind  it  on 
too  clofely,  as  the  fermentation,  a fhort  time 
after  its  application,  will  be  confiderable,  and 
its  bulk,  of  courfe,  fo  increafed,  as  to  put  the 
cloths  and  bandages  which  confine  it  very  much 
on  the  ftretch. 


C ATAPLASM  A FARINACEUM. 

It  has  been  the  cuftom,  for  a very  long  pe- 
riod, to  employ  milk  in  the  compofition  of  a 
bread-poultiee,  but  as  it  is  liable  to  turn  four  by 
the  heat  of  the  body,  and  poflefles  no  greater 
property  of  relaxing  the  Ikin  than  water,  we 
fhould  prefer  the  latter.  It  is  prepared  effec- 
tually and  with  very  little  trouble,  by  merely 
foaking  flices  of  new  bread,  in  boiling  hot  wa- 
ter, till  they  are  fwollen  and  perfeftly  foft.  It 
is  neceffary  to  pour  away,  and  even  to  prefs 
out,  as  much  water  as  may  appear  to  be  fuper- 
fluous,  and  the  bread  may  then  be  beaten  up 
with  a fpoon.  This  compofition  will  be  ren- 
dered ftill  more  complete  if  we  flir  into  it  a 
a fmall  (quantity  of  linfeed  meal,  which  has  the 
double  advantage  of  binding  its  parts  together, 
fo  that  it  fhall  not  fmear  and  cling  to  the  fkiii, 
and  alfo  of  retaining,  for  a much  longer  time, 
that  moifture,  on  the  prefervation  of  which, 
its  furgical  properties  chiefly  depend.  The  ad- 
dition of  oil,  or  any  kind  of  unguent  in  poul- 
tices, is  deflruftivc  of  their  efficacy,  and  cannot 
be  too  flrcnuoufly  prohibited.  i 

CATAPLASMA  GALBANI  COMPOSI- 
TUM. 

Sc  Radicis  lillii  albi  unc.  iv. 
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Cancarum  unc.  j, 

. Radicis  cepae  vulgaris  contufsc  unc.  ifs, 
Galbani  unc.  fs,  '' 

Pulveris  feminis  lini  q.  s. 

The  lilly-roots  and  figs  are  to  be  boiled  and 
bruifed  ; the  onions  are  to  be  afterwards  added, 
and  like  wife  the  galbanum,  previoufly  rubbed 
with  the  yolk  of  an  egg.  This  differs  little 
from  the  old  Edinburgh  cataplafma  Juppurans,  ex- 
cept in  the  omiffion  of  the  yellow  bafilicon 
and  oil  of  cliamomile.  The  defign  of  it  is 
obvious^ 


CATAPLASMA  LINI. 

LInfeed-poultice  is  made  by  ftirring  a fuf- 
ficient  quantity  of  the  meal  into  boiling  water. 
This  is  reckoned  a good  emollient,  and  is  uni- 
Verfally  adopted  by  the  hofpitals ; but  it  is  doubt- 
ful whether  the  poultice  of  bread  and  linfeed 
do  not  excel  it,  as  there  is  too  great  an  abun- 
dance of  flimy  mucilage  in  the  linfeed  alone,  to 
anfwer,  completely,  the  purpofes  of  a relaxant. 

CATAPLASMA  LYTHARGYRI  ACE- 
TATI.

This  poultice  is  a fuitable  vehicle  for  the  fa- 
>tumine  folution,  and  is  to  be  applied  in  cafes 
of  local  inflammation  or  to  improve  the  ftatc 
of  unhealthy  fores. 

CATAPLASMA  MALI  MATURI. 

This  is  a good  and  convenient  cataplafm  for 
Inflamed  eyes.  The  apples  are  to  be  thoroughly 
Toailed  and  the  foft  pulp  feparated  and  applied 
<0  the  eye  without  any  intervening  fubftance. 
It  may  not  be  amifs  to  mention  here,  that,. in 
ail  cafes  of  ophthalmy  where  a cataplafm  is 
preferred,  it  Ihould  be  applied  to  the  naked 
<ye,  unlefs  its  ingredients  be  fo  rough  or  the 
•eye  fo  irritable  as  to  render  that  imprudent,  in 
which  cafe,  the  ufual  way  of  inclofing  it  be- 
tween two  pieces  of  gauze  or  thin  linen  rag  is 
to  be  adopted,  though  the  experiment  will  at 
■once  {hew  how  impoffible-it  is,  in  this  way  to 
bring  the  remedy  clofely  into  contaft  with  the 
difeafed  part.  This  cataplalin  is  among  the 
remedies  employed  in  the  Hofpital  of  Invalids 
at  Paris,  but  the  apples  are  there  direfted  to  be 
mixed  with  milk,  which,  coagulating,  forms  a 
compound  probably  of  lefs  e-fficacy  than  the 
apples  alone. 

CATAPLASMA  NATRI  VITRIOLATI. 

R Natri  vitriolati  unc,  j. 
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Aquae  ferventis  lib.  fs.

This  formula  is  attributed  to  Dr,  Kirkland, 
and  is  faid  to  be  particularly  ufeful  in  thofe  in- 
flammations of  the  eye  where  the  fecretions  are 
deficient. 

CATAPLASMA  PAPAVERIS  ALBI. 

R Fomenti  papaveris  albi  lib.  j. 

Micae  panis  q.  f.  mifee. 

This  poultice,  on  account  of  its  fedative 
qualities,  which,  if  neceflary,  may  be  farther 
incrcafed  by  adding  to  it  a folution  of  opium, 
is  very  properly  applied  to  parts  in  an  irritable 
ftate,  and  in  all  external  cafes  where  it  be- 
comes an  objeft  to  alleviate  pain. 

CATAPLASMA  QUERCUS  MARINt. 

This  is  prepared  by  bruifing  a quantity  of 
the  marine  plant  commonly  called  fea  tang^ 
which  is  afterwards  to  be  applied  by  way  of  a 
poultice.  Its  chief  ufc  is  in  cafes  of  fcrofula  ; 
white  fwellings  and  glandular  tumours  more 
efpecially.  Where  this  vegetable  cannot  be 
obtained  in  its  recent  ftate,  a common  poultice 
of  fea  water  and  oatmeal  has  been  fubftituted  by 
Mr.  Hunter  and  othqr  furgeons  of  eminence. 
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CATAPLASMA  RADICIS  SOLANI  TU- 
BEROSI. 

• A quantity  of  raw  potatoes  are  to  be  pound- 
ed in  a mortar  to  a proper  degree  of  finenefs. 
This,  though  a vulgar  remedy,  is  neverthelefs 
a very  ufeful  application  to  parts  that  have 
been  fcalded  or  burnt,  but  chiefly  in  the  former 
cafe.  They  are  to  be  applied  cold,  which  con- 
tributes farther  to  the  property  they  poflefs  of 
rcfifling  the  progrefs  of  the  inflammation,

This  IS  to  be  formed  into  balls  and  dried  in  the 
fun.  When  ufed,  they  are  direfted  to  be  pow- 
dered, mixed  with  the  yolk  of  an  egg,  and  ap- 
plied, on  a piece  of  pig’s  bladder,  to  the 
furface  of  the  cancer.  In  this  Rate  the  cauf- 
tic  is  to  remain  till  the  efehar  feparates  fpon- 
taneoufly^'  In  ufing  this,  which  is  the  cele- 
brated cancer  remedy  of  Mr.  Plunkett,  great 
ciraimfpe6lion  is  at  all  times  neceffary,  parti- 
cularly in  applying  it  to  cancers  of  the  nofe  or 
lips,  on  account  of  the  danger  of  fwallowing  a 
V portion  of  the  arfenic.  i

The  cauftic  powder'and  the  opium  being  mix- 
ed together,  are  to  be  formed  into  a pafte  with 
the  foap.  This  is  the  cauftic  employed  by  the 
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late  Mr.  Elfe  of  St.  Thomas's  Hofpital  in  the 
radical  cure  of  the  hydrocele.  The  mode  of 
ufmg  it,  is  by  applying  to  the  lower  and  an- 
terior part  of  the  tumour,  a common  adhefive 
plafler,  fpread  on  leather,  and  confifting  of 
ieveral  folds  or  thickneffes,  through  which  is 
made  a circular  hole  or  well  for  the  reception  • 
of  the  pafte.  This  is  fuffered  to  lie  on  for 
about  eight  hours,  at  the  end  of  which  time, 
without  having  given  the  patient  much  pain, 
it  will  be  found  to  have  penetrated  down  to 
the  tunica  vaginalis,  and  the  remaining  treat- 
ment confifls  only  in  applying  poultices  till  the 
efchar  floughs,  the  wa'ter  is  evacuated,  and  the 
cure  completed.  It  may  not  be  improper 
however  to  add,  that  the  application  of  kali 
purum  anfwers  equally  well  in  the  cure  of  the 
hydrocele,  and  the  pain  it  occafions  is  inconfi- 
derable.

For  thefe  reafons,  and 
becaufe  of  the  impoffibility  of  medicating  fo 
much  and  no  more  of  the  bougie  than  comes 
in  contafl;  with  the  ftriflure,  furgeons  have, 
for  the  moft  part,  given  up  the  ufe  of  them.

Some  furgeons  have  preferred  the  common 
plafter  bougie  with  a little  red  nitrated  quick- 
filver,  or  fome  other  efcharotic  rubbed  upon, 
or  rather  incorporated  with,  the  fmall  end, 
which  they  have  afterwards  endeavoured  to 
pafs  into  the  ftrifture.  But  the  objeftions  to 
this  method  are  obvious. 

Bougies  are  likewife  formed  of  catgut,  a 
fubftance  well  calculated  to  penetrate  a ftric- 
tured  part  in  the  firft  inftance,  as  ft  admits  of 
being  made  fmaller  than  the  plafter  bougie  and 
yet  poflencs  a fufficient  degree  of  elafticity  and 
ftrength  to  allow  of  being  pufhed  forward 
with  fome  force.  Catgut  bougies  are  alfo 
well  calculated  to  pafs  through  an  aperture 
which  takes  a winding  fort  of  direflion,  a cafe 
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in  which  the  common  bougie  very  frequently 
fails.  They  do  lefs  however  towards  dilating 
the  ftrifture  than  is  generally  fuppofed,  as 
they  foon  become  foft  and  flabby  and  in  that 
ftate  rather  yield  to  the  preflure  of  the  flriftui'c 
than  produce  the  effeft  of  dilating  it, 

CEREI  SIMPLICES. 

Simple  bougies,  or  thofe  defigned  to  aft  me- 
chanically on  ftriftures  in  the  urethra,  have 
'been  prepared  from  various  receipts  which  it 
is  fcarcely  worth  while  to  enumerate  ; the  in- 
ingredients being,  for  the  moll  part  alike,  but 
differing  in  their  proportions.  We  fliall  there- 
fore confine  our  account  to  the  following  com- 
pofitions,  the  former  of  which  is  recommended 
by  Mr.  Hunter.

Thefe  are^  to  be  boiled  together  over  a flow 
fire  for  fix  hours.  Bougies  made  with  this 
compofition  will  be  found  much  too  foft  for 
immediate  ufe,  but  after  keeping  fome  months, 
wfill  acquire  fufficicnt  firmnefs.  If  this  be  an 
otyeftion  however,  it  may  eafily  be  removed 
and  the  plaftcr  made  of  a ftiffer  confidence  by 
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adding  two  or  three  ounces  more  wax  and  the 
like  quantity  of  minium  and  continuing  the 
boiling  till  the  latter  is  dilTolvcd. 

Bougies  ought  to  be  Cmooth  and  fupple  and 
yet  of  fufficient  firmnefs  to  admit  of  being 
pretty  flrongly  urged  by  the  hand  of  the  fur- 
gcon  without  bending  or  twilling  in  the  ure- 
thra. They  are  formed  of  narrow  flips  of  thin 
linen  rag,  which,  after  being  equally  dipped 
into  the  melted  compofition,  are  firmly  folded, 
up  and  afterwards  rolled  on  a marble  flab  till 
their  furface  is  perfeftly  uniform.  Their  Ihape 
Ihould  be  nearly  equal  except  towards  the 
point,  which  fhould  taper  very  gradually  for 
about  the  length  of  an  inch. 

A tolerably  good  compofition  for  bougies 
may  alfo  be  formed  with  litharge  plafter  and 
yellow  wax,  to  which  may  be  added,  a frnall 
quantity  of  red  fulphurated  quickfilver.  Tlie 
following  formula  is  from  Swediaur.

'The  variety  of  forms  in  which  this  remedy 
is  exhibited,  and  its  great  importance  in  furgi- 
cal  difeafes,  render  the  mention  of  it  in  thefe 
pages  a matter  of  indifpcnfible  ncc^ity.  In 
all  cafes  where  the  conftitution  is  to  jae  fuftain- 
cd  againft  the  injuries  of  local  difeafe,  we  are 
to  avail  ourfelves  of  its  affi fiance,  but  more 
particularly  in  mortifications,  where  the  pow- 
ers of  the  fyftem  appear  exhaufted.  In  thcle, 
as  indeed  in  every  cafe,  it  fhould  be  exhibited  / 
in  fubftance,  and  in  as  large  a quantity  as  the 
Jlomach  -will  bear,  till  the  dbjeft  of  its  being 
given  is  accompliflred.

Thus  employed  however, 
it  has  proved  exceedingly  ferviceable  in  vene- 
real ulcerations  and  cxcrefcences  about  the 
anus,  &c.  in  which  cafes,  it  is  very  convenient- 
ly applied  by  placing  a red  hot  heater  at  the 
bottom  of  a night-flool-pan,  and,  after  fprink- 
ling  oh  it  a few  grains  of  the  red  fulphurated 
quickhlvcr,  pladng  the  patient  upon  the  ftool. 
To  fumigate  ulcers  in  the  throat,  it  is  necelTary 
to  receive  the  fumes  on  the  part  affefted 
through  the  tube  of  a funnel.  It  has,  on  fomc 
occafions,  been  contrived  to  fumigate  the  whole 
of  the  body  at  once,  and  jn  this  way  the  fpeci- 
fic  powers  of  the  quickfilver  have  been  very 
rapidly  excited.

It 
is  to  be  allowed  to  remain  there  for  about  five  ^ 
minutes,  after  which  it  is  to  be  preffed  oyt, 
and,  if  the  fubfequent  inflammation  prove  con- 
fiderable,  a common  poultice  is  to  be  had  re- , 
courfe  to.  It  appears  from  experiments  made 
by  other  praflitioners,  that  the  cure  io  this  cafe 
is  lefs  to  be  attributed  to  the  materials  which 
compofe  this  injeftion,  than  to  the  mere  clr- 
cumftance  of  Juddtnly  redijlendiug  the  fack  : air, 
the  water  of  the  hydrocele,  and  other  liquids, 
having  fucceeded  equally  well  when  this  cir- 
cumftance  has  been  attended  to*.

This  is  a mod  powerful  cauflic,  and  perhaps 
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the  moft  ufeful,  for  that  reafon,  of  any  employed 
in  furgery.  It  afts  immediately  on  being  applied 
to  a living  part,  and  in  that  refpeft,  has  the  ad- 
vantage of  thofe  fubflanccs  which  require  to  be 
applied  for  a length  of  time,  and  whofc  aftion, 
of  courfe,  is  left  more  to  accident.  In  the 
flate  direfted  by  the  College,  it  has  a difpofition 
to  liquify,  which  is  exceedingly  inconvenient; 
but  it  has  been  improved  in  this  refpeft  by  a 
fpeciesof  adulteration  prafticed  by  the  chemifls, 
who  introduce  a fmall  proportion  of  unflaked 
lime  in  fine  powder,  aad  thus  give  the  flicks 
into  which  it  is  formed,  a fuitablc  degree  of  fo- 
lidity. 

Its  principal  ufe  is  for  opening  abfeeffes  and 
venereal  buboes,  and  the  mode  of  applying  it 
is  as  follows.  The  cauflic,  being  (lightly  moill- 
ened  at  the  end  with  a little  water,  is  to  be  rub- 
bed on  the  thinnefl,  mofl  prominent,  and  mod 
depending  part  of  the  tumour.  Its  immediate 
effeft  will  be  to  deftroy  the  fkin,  which  is  to  be 
removed  and  the  farther  operation  of  the  cauf- 
tic  encouraged,  by  continuing  the  friflion  in 
various  direftions.  By  a little  management  of 
this  fort,  the  living  parts  may  be  fuccelTivcly 
brought  into  contaft  with  the  cauflic,  fo  that,  at 
length,  a complete  opening  may  be  effefted. 
This  however  being  a procefs  of  fome  feve- 
rity  to  the  patient,  and  the  immediate  difeharge 
of  the  matter  bf  an  abfeefs  fcldom  if  ever  requi- 
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it  will -be  found  fufficicnt  to  rub  the  part 
with  thecaullic  three  or  tour  times  in  the;nauucr 
delcribed,  and  afterwards  cover  the  cichar  with 
a fmall  bit  of  lint,  which  may  either  be  con- 
fined by  an  adhefive  plafter  or  by  a common  , 
poultice.  In  a day  oi-  two,  the  dead  portion 
will  begin  to  flough,  and  the  matter  will  find  a 
gradual  outlet  at  the  edges.  Some  ciution  is 
necefifary  to  confine  this  application  to  as  fmall 
a point  as  pollible,  on  account  of  the  difpofiti- 
on  of  the  kali  to  aft  lateradly.  For  this  reafbn 
it  fhould  rather  be  twirled  between  the  finger 
and  thumb,  than  employed  with  a ^circuitous 
motion  of  the  hand. 

Cauftics  are  applied  to  various  parts  of  the 
b6dy,  with  a view  of  exciting  a new  aftion 
and  by  that  means  fuperfeding  difeafed  ac- 
tion. Under  this  idea  it  is,  that  the  late  Mr. 

Pott  fuggefted  a mode  of  treating  incurvations 
of  the  dorfal  vertebrae  in  fcrofulous  patients,  by 
applying  a cauftic  on  each  fide  of  the  projec- 
tion and  afterwards  cftablifhing  a confiderable 
drain,  by  converting  them  into  large  ilTues',  a 
plan  of  treatment  of  which  every  day’s  experi- 
ence proves  the  propriety.

On  the  medicinal  properties  of  hem- 
lock, a great  diverfity  of  opinions  have  been 
maintained,  and  for  this  there  is  a mode  of  ac- 
counting, of  which  few  perhaps  are  aware. 
According  to  fome  writers,  but  more  parti- 
cularly Dr.  Withering,  there  are  feveral  ways 
in  which  the  views  of  a medical  praflitioner 
in  preferibing  this  remedy  may  be  fruftrated. 
The  plant  chofen  for  preparing  the  extraft  may 
not  be  the  true  coniiim  maculatum,  which  is 
diflinguifhed  by  red  fpots  along  the  ftalk.  It 
may  not  be  gathered  when  in  perfeftion,  namely, 
when  beginning  to  flower.  The  infpiffation  of  / 
the  juice  may  not  have  been  performed  in  a 
water-bath,  but,  for  the  fake  of  difpatch,  over  a 
•common  fire.  The  leaves,  of  which  the  powder 
is  made,  may  not  have  been  cautioufly  dried  and 
preferved  in  a well  flopped  bottle ; or  if  fo,  may 
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ftili  not  have  been  guarded  from  the  ill  effcfls 
of  expofure  to  the  light.  Or  laftly,  the  whole 
medicine  may  have  fuffered  from  the  mere  effefts 
of  long  keeping.  From  any  of  thefe  caufes,  it 
is  evident,  the  powers  of  cicuta  may  have  fuf- 
fered ; and  it  happens,  no  dodbt,  very  frequent- 
ly, that  the  failure  of  it  ought,  in  fa£l,  to  be  at- 
tributed to  one  or  other  of  them.

The 
mode  of  applying  it  is  by  means  of  a bit  of 
lint  fixed  to  the  end  of  a probe.  This  being 
dipped  into  the  liquid,  is  ftreaked  round  the 
extreme  edges  of  the  ulcer.  In  fome  painful 
ulcers  alfo,  which  refill  the  operation  of  com- 
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mon  remedies,  and  which  rather  appear  to  b« 
aggravated  by  the  ufe  of  emollients,  it  will 
frequently  prove  fcrviceable.

Thefe  are  to  be  digefled  together  in  a fand- 
heat,  till  the  arfenic  is  completely  diffolved.  Dr, 
Fowler,  who  direfts  this  formula,  employs  it  iri 
the  cure  of  agues,  as  it  appears,  with  confider- 
able  fuccefs.  In  furgical  cafes,  its  ufe  will  be 
chiefly,  though  not  entirely,  limited  to  its  ap-r. 
plication  as  a topic  in  cancerous  ulcers.  The 
folution  being  diluted  to  the  proportion  of  one 
grain  of  arfenic  to  a quart,  a poultice  is  to  be 
made  of  it  with  crumb  of  bread,  and  applied 
next  the  wound.  The  late  Mr.  Juftamond 
tried  arfenic  very  extenfively  in  cancerous  af- 
feftions,  and,  from  his  defeription,  even  its  ex- 
ternal application  is  to  be  managed  with  great 
caution,  on  account  of  the  deleterious  efFefls  it 
is  liable  to  produce  on  the  fyftem,  probably 
from  its  being  abforbed.  In  adminiftering  thie 
folution  internally.  Dr.  Fowler  diredls  a dofe  of 
ten  or  twelve  drops,  to  adults,  twice  or  three 
times  a day;  but  it  may  be  prudent  to  begin  with 
a much  fmaller  quantity.  The  properties  ©f 
arfenic  are  thofe  of  a very  powerful  tonic^

The  muriated  quickfilvcr  is  to  be  rubbed 
with  the  fpirit,  till  it  is  completely  diffolvcd. 
This  \s  mercurial  folution  of  Van  Swieten, 
who  direfted  it,  in  venereal  complaints,  in  the 
dofe  of  one  ounce  twice  a day.  At  St.  Bartho- 
lomew’s Hofpital,  an  aqua  hydrargyri  muriati  is 
kept,  confiftingof  eight  grains,  with  two  drams 
of  muriated  ammonia,  diffolved  in  a pint  of 
water;  the  dofqj  half  an  ounce  twice  a day. 
The  fpirit  however  is  certainly  to  be  preferred, 
as  it  in  fome  meafurc' prevents  the  ill  effcfls 
which  this  remedy  is  apt  to  produce  on  the 
Itomach  and  bowels.

The  water  is  to  be  added  in  fuch  a quantity 
as  barely  to  diflblvc  the  whole  of  the  fait. 
This  folution  is  of  fervice  in  complaints  of  thq 
ear,  particularly  thofe  which  arife  from  hard- 
ened wax,  which  it  has  a tendency  to  foften, 
fo  that  the  ear  may  be  afterwards  cleanfed  by 
fyringing  warm  water  into  it.  This  remedy 
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was  firil  brought  into  notice  by  Dr.  Haygarth, 
who  found  it  a better  folvent  of  the  wax  than 
any  thing  before  ufed  for  that  purpofe.

It  is  a good  application  to  burnt  parts, 
and  ufcful  in  checking  an  incipient  whitloe,  in 
which  cafe  it  fhould  be  applied  on  linen  rags,

Burnt  fponge  has  for  fome  time  been  employ- 
ed, ^in  the  dole  of  from  one  to  three  fcruples, 
for  the  cure  of  fcrofula.  But  as  its  properties 
merely  depend . on  the  quantity  of  natron  it 
contains,  the  latter  is  now  generally  preferred. 
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SUCCUS  ACONITI  SPISSATUS. 

This  remedy  is  prepared  exaftly  in  the  way 
directed  by  the  College  for  the  extraft  of  hem- 
lock. It  is  given  at  St.  Bartholomew’s  Hofpi- 
tal,  in  cancerous  and  fcrofulous  cafes,  in  pro- 
grelTive  dofes,  beginning  with  four  or  five  grains 
three  times  a day.

Concerning  this  remedy,  the  preparation  of 
which  is  fully  deferibed  in  the  new  College 
Pharmacopoeia,  particular  mention  is  made  un- 
der the  head  of  pilulce  cicuta.

This  alfo  is  prepared  in  the  manner  direfted 
for  cicuta.  It  has  been  tried,  with  various 
degrees  of  fuccefs,  in  cancer  and  fcrofula;  and 
Mr.Bell,  of  Edinburgh,  fpeaks  of  having  employ- 
ed it  with  advantage  in  chordees  which  have 
refilled  the  ufe  of  opium.  He  recommends  the 
dofe  of  it  t6  be  gradually  increafed  from  one 
grain  to  two,  three,  or  more,  three  times  a day. 
After  the  patient  has  taken  it  fome  weeks,  the 
quantity  in  each  dofe  will  admit  of  being  in- 
creafed  to  feven  or  eight  grains.

A faturated  watery  folution  of  muriated  bary- 
tes, (a  fait  produced  by  combining  the  true  terra 
ponderofa  with  muriatic  acid)  has  of  late  beea 
introduced  into  praftice  by  Dr.  Adair  Crawford, 
who  tried  it  very  extenfively  in  St.  Thomas’s 
Hofpital,  and  found  it“  peculiarly  calculated  to 
correft  the  fcrofulous  diathefis.” 

Great  nicety  is  required  in  the  preparation  of 
this  medicine,  and  its  exhibition  mull  be  regu- 
lated with  the  utmoft  caution.  Four  or  five 
drops,  in  diflilled  water,  twice  a day,  is  a fuffi- 
cient  dofe  in  the  beginning;  but  it  may,  in 
fome  cafes,  be  gradually  incrcafed  to  fifteen 
drops  or  more.  Should  any  naufea  however,  or 
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\ ^ 
vertigo,  be  occafioncd,  this  quantity  cannot  be 
fafcly  augmented.*

The  application  of  this  remedy  has  been 
grofsly  miftaken  in  its  general  ufe  as  a ftyptic 
' to  frcfh  wounds,  which  it  certainly  injures,  npt 
only  by  its  ftimuLating  qualities  but  alfo  by  the 
reparation  of  the  rezins  which  takes  place  on 
Its  intermixture  with  the  blood.  Thefe  form 
a fubftance  which  abfolutely  prevents,  what 
is  mofl  defirable  in  fuch  a cafe,  the  fides  of  the 
wound  from  coming  into  contaft  and  uniting 
by  the  firft  intention.  Its  proper  application 
is  to  languid  ulcers,  and  in  this  view  it  is  ip

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general  ufe  at  fcveral  of  the  hofpitals,  particular- 
ly St.  Bartholomew’s.  Another  very  impor- 
tant ufe  of  it,  is  to  form  a mechanical  covering 
to  the  aperture  made  in  the  Ikin  by  fome  com- 
pound fraflures.  In  thefe,  the  objeft  is,  to  pre- 
vent the  admiflion  of  air,  fo  as  to  give  nature 
a chance  of  uniting  the  bone  in  the  way  of  a fim- 
ple  frafture.  To  eflFeft  this  very  eligible  mode 
of  cure  requires  fome  nicety  in  the  application 
of  the  tinfture,  which  is  commonly  ufed  on 
pledgits  of  lint,  laid  one  over  the  other,  fo  as  to 
cover  the  orifice  and  extend  to  fome  diftance 
around  it.  It  is  of  great  confequence,  in  mak- 
ing this  attempt,  to  prevent  the  tinfture  froiq 
flowing  into  the  wound,  for  which  reafon,  it 
would  perhaps  be  moft  advifable  to  cover  it 
with  a little  gold-beater’s  Ikin  before  the  tinc- 
ture is  more  profufely  employed,

This  differs  from  the  College  formula  only 
in  the  omiflion  of  the  cochineal  which  is  a ufC- 
lefs  ingredient.  The  cantharides  are  to  be  di- 
geflcd  for  eight  days  in  the  fpirit,  which  is  af- 
terwards to  be  drained. 

This  tinfture  is  given  internally  for  gleets, 
and  for  incontinence  of  urine  arifing  from  a 
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defeftive  adlion  of  the  fphinfter  vcficae,  which 
it  frequently  reftores  by  its  ftimulus.  The 
ufual  dofc  is  from  ten  to  forty  drops  twice  or 
thrice  a day.  Externally  its  principal  ufc  is  in 
the  cure  of  finufesand  fiftulous  openings,  when 
it  is  employed  as  an  injeftion  in  the  proportion 
of  three  or  four  drams  to  a pint  of  wat^r.  Its 
good  effefts  in  thefe  cafes,  depend  on  its  being 
fufficiently  ftrong  to  excite  inflammation.

The  rufl;  of  iron  is  to  be  mixed  with  the  mu- 
riatic acid  in  a glafs  veffel,  in  which  Hate,  being 
occafionally  fhaken,  they  are  to  remain  for 
three  days.  The  clear  part  is  then  to  be  evapo- 
rated to  one  pint,  and  when  cold,  the  fpirit 
is  to  be  added. 

Internally,  this  is  fometimes  given  for  gleets, 
but  a more  important  ufe  has  been  afligned  It 
of  late  by  Mr.  Cline,  who  orders  it  in  dyfuria, 
when  a confequence  of  JlriHure,  in  the  dofe  of 
ten  drops  every  ten  minutes.  This  relaxes  the 
fpafm  through  which  the  retention  is  occafion- 
ed,  by  producing  naufea,  which  appears  to  be 
the  mode  of  its  operation.  Mr.  Juftamond’s 
, liquid  For  external  ufc  in  cancers,  and  which 
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the  original  inventor  called  his  panacea  anti- 
tancrofa^  partook  confidcrably  of  the  nature  of 
this  tinfture,  which,  indeed,  was  fometimes  fub- 
ftituted  for  it.  Laftly,  it  is  remarkably  efficacious 
in  deftroying  venereal  warts,  either  ufed  alone 
or  diluted  with  a (mall  proportion  of  water.

It 
is  occahonally  employed  however  in  detergent 
gargles,  and  as  an  application  to  ulcers  that 
require  flimulating.  By  joining  to  thefe  in- 
gredients, an  ounce  of  hepatic  aloes,  we  make 
tlie  old  compound  tincture  of  myrrh,  which, 
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though  now  in  difufe,  is  no  defpicablc  appli* 
cation  to  .ulcers  of  a particular  defcription.

Their  cffefts  are  pro- 
moted confiderably  by  giving  the  farfaparilla 
or  elm-bark  decoftions  at  the  fame  time.

It  may  not  be  amifs  to  remark  here,  that  the 
narcotic  qualities  of  opium  are  greatly,  if  not 
wholly  repreffed,  by  its  jun£lion  with  the  arl- 
timony  : infomuch,  that  the  effctls  of  a confi- 
dcrablc  dofe  is  rather  that  of  affuaging  pain 
th«n  procuring  ilcep-.

The  ufe  of  this  in  furgery  is  wholly  con- 
fined to  the  treatment  of  opacities  of  the  tranf- 
parent  cornea  of  the  eye.  Tfic  glafs  muft  be 
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rubbed  down  to  an  impalpable  powder,  in  • 
mortar  of  agate,  or  fome  other  fubOance  that 
will  rclia  the  mechanical  adion  of  its.particlcs. 
This,  and^indeed  all  fimilar  powders,  are  ap- 
plied moft  conveniently,  when  mixed  with  a 
fmall  portion  of  honey  or  mucilage.

It 
is  to  he  fufpefted  however,  that  the  medicinal 
properties  of  the  cicuta  are  injured  by  this 
procefs.

It  is  aUowed  indeed,  to  be 
a very  neat  and  efficacious  remedy,

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It  may  not  be  improper  to  mention  here,  that 
Dr.  Kirkland  diftinguiflres  the  irritability  of 
ulcers  into  two  kinds,  the  inflammatory,  and 
the  fpafmodic.  The  exiftence  of  the  former  is 
evident  from  the  highly  florid  colour  of  the 
part : the  latter  may  be  diftinguifhed  by  its 
languid,  purple,  and  glaffy  appearance.  Both 
are  conflderably  painful  and  fore,  but  the  latter 
when  ivtr  fo  flightly  touched,  is  remarkable 
for  throwing  the  mufcles  of  the  limb  into 
action. 

In  ulcers  of  the  latter  defcription,  this  ointi 
ment  will  be  found,  of  fervice,  whilft  thofe 
compofitions,  into  which  turpentines  enter^ 
are  wholly  inadmiflible,  Iii  the  fame  kind  of 
ulcer,  Dr.  Kirkland  alfo  employs  the  balfam  of 
Peru  on  lint,  with  confrderable  good  efleft.

This  plant  which  was  firll  brought  into  no- 
tice by  De  Haen,  has  been  generally  confi- 
dercd  as  a powerful  remedy  in  calculus ; but  it 
has  not  been  proved,  in  any  inftance,  to  poflefs 
the  properties  of  a folvent.  Thq  late  Dr, 
Auftin  however,  recommended  it  upon  the 
principle  of  its  leffening  the  irritability  of  the 
bladder,  and  diminlfhing  that  fecretlon  of 
eafed  mucus,  which  he  fuppofed  greatly  to  con- 
tribute to  the  augmentation  of  the  itone. 

Mr.  Bell  of  Edinburgh  ftrongly  recommends 
it  in  that  ftate  of  a gonorrhoea  where  the  irrita- 
bility of  the  bladder  is  excited  in  a high  de- 
gree and  where  the  urine  is  loaded  with  vifeid 
matter.  In  thefe  cafes,  he  direfts  the  powder 
to  be  given  in  dofes  of  a fcruple  or  half  a dram 
three  times  a day.  A remedy  of  this  fort  is 
certainly  a great  defideratum  in  furgeiy,
